Particulars of the enterprise were given 
by Mr. Robert Newton, D.L., to-day, at 
the Northern Ireland branch of the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institute. He said 
that the seam was nine feet thick, the 
shaft to the bottom being 255 feet. At 
present they were operating at 120 feet, 
and the coal produced was sold locally. 

The mine, he said, turned out from 20 

to 30 tons per day, but they were only on 
i the fringe. 
Mr. Newton added that they “believed 
ithe way the boring was going that they 
i were going to. open a tremendous industry 
in Ulster—the coal industry. ; 
“We have coal better than any, Scotch 
that is imported and equal to any second ' 
grade English that is imported,’’ he said.

FUSION PROPOSAL 
REJECTED 


The members of the Federation of Saorstat 
Industries, Ltd., have rejected the proposal 
for the fusion of the federation with the 
National Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Association by £2 votes to 42 at a 
special meeting. 

In a letter, subsequent to the meeting, Mr. 
J. J. Holloway, President of the latter body, 
states :— 

“The decision arrived at by the Federa- 
tion of Saorstat Industries has relieved me 
of an awkward responsibility. I bave taken 
part in all the negotiations between the two 
associations, and the relations between the 
negotiating committee were slways most 
cordial. It was because oí “he expressed 
feeling of good-will from the representatives 
of the Federation of Saorstat Industries that 
my association upanimously approved of the 
terms of the agreement, We quite realised 
that any agreement entered into in the 
absence of good-will must be a failure. 

‘To-day I attended the special meeting of 
the Federation, as a member of that body, to 
record my vote, and I] was pained and sur- 
prised at the way in which that meeting was 
conducted. I was placed in the awkward 
position of having to vote in favour of the 
amalgamation, whilst realising that because 
of what I had seen and heard I would he 
comnelled to use all my influence with the 
National Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Association to terminate any further 
negotiations. 

‘*My association are going forward with 
an ambitious programme. Already we have 
evidence from manufacturers and consumers 
that our work in the industrial revival of 
this country has been appreciated. 

““We are now starting a Manufacturers’ 

Council which, we hope, will be an instru- 
ment of great national influence. It will 
be a council that cannot be charged with 
being out to serve its own ends, because it 
will be supported by the consuming public, 
by the distributors, and by great national 
organisations, such as the G.A.A and the 
Gaetic League. 
“It is quite evident that there must be 
a ceitain amount of rivalry between the 
N.A.1.D.A. and the Federation of Saorstat 
Industries; the body of which I happen to 
be chairman cannot be accused of any re- 
sponsibility in the matter. I will use my 
influence to keep their relations as friendly 
as possible, but any suggestions or insinua- 
tions levelled at my association will be re- 
sented in a dignified manner.”

The work was played with CN un- 
derstanding, and the points well made.

contrast to the mysticism of Sibelius. The 
players seemed themselves to respond 
more freely, and the different movements 
danced along with infectious rhythm, but, 
none the less, with an artistry that brought 
out the merits of the different instrumentalists. 
The Cappricio Espagnole of Korsakov, 
which was also included; was very de- 
scriptive in its treatment, and, as in the 


Respighi, one was very pleased at the 
splendid technique shown. In some of the 
pizzicato passages the strings were 


delightful, and the same could be eaid of 
both wind and brass; indeed, t hout the 
brass was splendidly controlled in good 


tune. 

A number of songs were given by Miss 
Eileen Murnaghan. of which “ Pleading,”’ of 
Brahms, made best a lL. In such songs as 
Respighi’s ‘‘Nebbie” there was a tremolo 
which rather spoiled the effect.

Ae this season has established 
itself as being one of extremes. 
Brilliant, sunshine in one hour, followed 
in the next .by heavy, cold showers, 
resents @ formidable problem. to those 
mothers of families who, rightly, . en- 
deavour to keep their young folks out in 
the sunshine and fresh air, but securely 
sheltered from the rain. 

A house in the country or at the sea- 
side is the ideal solution of the “‘ dubious 
summer ” problem.. Every day such houses 
and cottages are advertised in this paper 
to suit all requirements. But what about 
those homé-bound families? In their 
interest comes the question: “Why not 
a real summer-house?’’ . 

To many the question brings to mind 
a picture of an uncomfortable affair, made 
of timber, its only furniture a long garden 
seat on which all kinds of crawling insects 
make holiday. Such structures are called 
summer-houses, but it is a misnomer. 


THE REAL THING 


The real summer-house need not be a 

thing.of beauty, at Teast not to start with. 
It is, however, essential that comfort and 
convenience should be aimed at. The 
structure ttself can be anything from an 
unused garage or converted tool-house to 
a bell-téent. But it should be weather 
roof. 
The advantages of such a “ house ” are 
manifold. Perhaps the very first person 
to feel this will be the domestic in the 
kitchen . . . for her, at last, a solution 
of the “wet day” problem is here. 

No longer are her precious kitchen tiles 
muddied by flying feet of children as’ 
they dash hither and thither in their 
search for some mischief with which to 
counteract the boredom of the hateful 
indoors  Nor. is she asked to provide 
schoolroom teas at all kinds of odd hours 
for the young’ folk, who simply “ must ”’ 


‘dash off somewhere and cannot possibly 


wait for regular meal time. 

All that is an annoyance of the past, 
for “the master ” has bought an electric 
kettle and had the summer-house wired. 
And now the children just glory in getting 
their own tea at their own convenience, 


FOR ENTERTAINING 


“The mistress,”’ too, does a lot of her 
afternoon entertaining in the summer- 
house, and that does away with the fag 
of removing cake crumbs from the drawing- 
room floor. | 

This “ real” summer-house will give the 
garden itself a new lease of life. Often 
youngsters dread the mere mention of the 
word, “garden,” since it “usually 
accompanies a-reqnest either to please cut 
the grass, seuffie the gravel, or do a bit of 
weeding. Even 4f it means &eome extra 
pocket-money, it usually means missing a | 
game of something-or-other with Junior- 
somebody-or-other, and it is hardly worth 
it, even if one is “ broke.’’

HOME-MADE 

There is no reason why the setting up

If yon have a flagged terrace, or even 
a stretch of concrete, outside a window on 
the sunny side of the house you can 
make this the most popular “ room ” in 
the home. The first requisite is a metal 
casement window, 
modern house you will almost inevitably 

sess this already. The next requisite 
is proper shade—for to sit long in full 
sunlight is to invite far worse ills than 
blistered skin ; reading in a glare of light 
is very bad for the eyes, and continuous 
direct sunlight is apt in itself to cause 
headaches, biliousness, or, at least, a re- 
prehensible lethargy. 


AN INEXPENSIVE SOLUTION 


The least expensive solution for this 
problem is a linen sun blind—on the 
principle of those used for shop windows— 
which will cast a cool, deep shadow, and 
make it possible to sit on the verandah 
even in the mid-day heat. Green is the 
best. colour to choose, and most restful to 
the eyes. | | 

You may already possess a covered 
verandah. If so, why not convert it into 
a sun parlour? Sliding windows on three 
sides will increase its usefulness, and 
afford protection against sudden chill 
breezes. 

Or you may have an odd, bit of flat roof 
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with the aid of a sun blind, as an.open-air. 
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material : for. eurtaims 
in summer. If any particular room 
suffers from a day-long glare it should be 
‘provided’ with sun blinds, or, at least, 
dark green roller blinds. There remains,

WOOING FRESH. AIR 


Cool, fresh ait must be wooed. But 
keeping all the windows open all day is 
not necessarily the right way to do so. 
This practice admits hot and dusty air as 
well—and if the windows on one side face 
south this is a serious matter. The right 
way to deal with the windows is to shut 
them against the hot air and open them 
when they are in shadow—a_ practice 
which imprisons the cooler air. 

Finally, if there are any rooms in use 
directly under the roof—that is, without 
any intervening attic—it will be merciful 
to the occupant to have that part of the 
roof whitewashed, for white, whether on 
the walls or roof or in one’s clothing, 
throws back the light and some of the 
heat with it.

ROM the earliest, times women have 

resorted to various superstitions to in- 
voke their future husbands. The West 
Country maiden, realising that one should 
“ feed the brute,’’ enlisted the aid of 
bread, cheese and ale, which she set on a 
table at Midsummer’s Eve in the belief 
that her ‘bridegroom-to-be would enter and 
drink a toast to her. 

This and other old English customs, in 
which cheese figured prominently, are de- 
scribed in a booklet, “ At the Sign of the 
Cheese,’’ published by the New Zealand 
Dairy Board. The Feast of Hogmanay 
takes its origin from the custom of poor 
Scottish children, who begged gifts of oat- 
cakes and cheese from wealthy houses on 
New Year’s Eve, and in the North Riding 
of Yorkshire cheese marked with a cross 
was a feature of the housewives’ Christmas 
hospitality. 

Chéese was a familiar food to the 
ancient Jews and Egyptians, and the 
various allusions to “ butter ” in the Old 
Testament are more correctly translated 
as ‘*‘ curdled milk.” We may be certain 
that the delicacy which Jael served Sisera 
“on a lordly dish’’ before she basely 
murdered him was in reality a piece of 
cheese. 

Cheese-making was the special duty of 
every farmer’s wife in medieval England. 
The mass of the people relied mainly on 
skimmed milk cheese, though whole-milk 
cheese was frequently served at the tables 
of lords of the manor and wealthy towns- 
men.

AFRICAN MAIL 


TO SAIL ON MAIDEN 
VOYAGE TO-DAY ' 


HE Union-Castle Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, Limited, have now taken deli- 
ve of the R.M.M.V.: Athlone 

Castle, which will be employed in the Com- 
y’s mail, passenger and cargo service to 
South Africa. She is a sister ship to the 
Stirling Castle, sails on het maiden 
voyage from Southampton this afternoon. 
Both vessels were built by Harland and 
Wolff, Limited, at their Belfast Yard, where 
so many of ‘the well-known ships of the 
Union-Castle fleet have been constructed. 

The Stirling Castle has proved highly 
popular since hee entry into service a few 
months ago, and the advent of the Athlone 
Castle marks another important step in the 
Union-Castle Company’s amme for the 
speeding-up of the mail service between 
South Africa and England. Commencing in 
August, 1936, the. time for the. voyage . be- 
tween — and Cape Town by these two 
ships will be reduced, to. about 14 days, 
instead of a little under 17, as at present, 
and within three years the whole of the 
mail fleet will accomplish the voyage in 
that time,

war. 


Aintrim in Irish History 


The town of Antrim, now little heard 
of except in connection with Aldergrove, 
Aerodrome, has played a very important 
art in Irish culture and history. In 1798 
it saw part of the rebellion when Henry 
Joy McCracken led a band of insurgents 
into the district, where the subsequent 
fighting was Unusually severe. In much 
earlier days Antrim was a very strategic 
centre because its river ford was one “of 
the most important in the northern part 
of Ireland. Its round tower, stil] perfect, 
also witnesses to its position of eminence. 
Dublin, rather strangely, has points of 
contact with this northern market town, 
ax it was a townsman. Owen O’Connolly. 
who, by information which he gave to the 
authorities, prevented Dublin Castle being 
taken in the intended rising of 1641. Ons 
holder of Dublin’s Archbishopric—the 
Rev. William King—was a native of the 
town. Turning to the cultural side, we 
find still existing the birthplace of De 
Alexander Irvine, who is one of Ireland's 
reatest sons in ‘the realm of literature.

ia moving a supplementary estimate for 
his Department in the House of 
Commons to-day, Sir Thomas Imnskip 
(Minister for Co-ordination of Defence) 
gave an account of the progress made since 
he took office some nine weeks ago. 
He mentioned that the services of very 
eminent men of science were being fully 
utilised in connection with schemes of 
defence ; a detailed survey of the technical 
resources of industry had been made, and 
the Government now were ready to take 
the final step of actual production of war 
material by firms that now were engaged 
| only on peace activities. 

The question of food supplies for the 
civil population in war time was being 
considered by a sub-committee, of which 
Sir William Beveridge was chairman. 
The Government had decided not to 
interfére at present with the normal 
course of trade in the fulfilment of orders 
for the Defense programme, but it was 
conceivable, he added, that events. might 
force them to take another decision. 
These were among the points made by 
Sir Thomas Inskip in the course of his 
review. 


MINISTER'S SURVEY 


The Minister opened his statement with 
a few general observations and then said 
that when he took up his office consider- 
able strides already had been made in the 
preliminary stage of repairing our defi- 
The elaborate machinery of the 
Committee of Imperial Defence did not 
remain idle until the House had approved 
the White Paper. When he took up his 
new office he did not tear up anything by 
the roots; he did not make a clean sweep, 
as he was not rash enough to assume the 
mantle of the reformer. His duty was to 


pare the ground for questions which 
seemed ripe. for investigation. One of 
those questions related to battleships, and 
there was the inquiry being made in con- 
nection with the Fieet Air Arm. 

An investigation. was also being under- 
taken of the highly important question of 
food in war time. A wealth of detail had 
already been collected, and he hoped soon 
to be able to reach a decision. He had 
every reason to believe that every con- 
cern or firm interested in the storage, of 
food in various forms would co-operate in 
supplying information and sm advising 
plans ip an emergency, should one

build age gnúis at the Government 
expense. e remuneration they would 
receive would take the form of a fee for 
management on behalf of the Government, 
and the premises would remain the 
property of the Government.

No worker, with certain exceptions, can 
work on Sundays or public holidays, 
except adult male workers, who are limited 
to three hours on a Sunday. 
Workers must be paid in respect of 
public holidays, and one of the immediate 
effects of the Order is that such workers 
who haye worked the period laid down in 
the Act will have to be paid for the Whit 
Monday holiday. 
Six days’ consecutive annual leave, with 
pay, will have to be given to every indus- 
trial worker in his complete emp|pyment 
year; or, as an alternative, where employ- 
ment is broken, one day’s pay for every 
two months’ work. Considerable numbers 
of industrial workers will, therefore, have 
to get a week's holiday with pay before 
the end of August.

BLOOD-STAINED CLOTHES 


The first witness yesterday was Super- 
intendent C. Dunlevy, who continued his 
evidence from the previous day. When the 
Court rose on Wednesday Mr. Justice 
Hanna had promised to consider the objec- 
tion made by Mr. Fitzgerald to part of 
the Superintendent’s evidence, but yester- 
day morning he said he would admit the 
evidence. 

Superintendent Dunlevy described the 
contents of Edward Ball’s. bedroom and 
related his interviews with the accused 
youth. In the wardrobe he discovered a 
mud-stained and blood-stained coat and 
vest which ware produced. Ball said that 
he had worn the coat last about two weeks 
previously. When it was pointed out to 
him that the coat was damp, Ball said 
that he might have worn it on that Mon- 
day. He could not account for the blood- 
stains. At that stage the witmess cau- 
‘tioned Ball, who made no reply. 

At the boftem of a trunk under the bed 
he. found a pair of socks, which were very 
wet. In the bottom shelf of a cupboard 
he found a copy of the Irish Times dated 
February 17th, which contained a number 
of blood-stained articles, including a hand- 
towel, a collar initialled “ E.B.,” and a 
handkerchief. All the articles were very 
wet. 

Ball said that the bloodstain on the 
collar was due probably to the cut on his 
finger, and he could not say how the blood 
came to be on the calico. On the floor near 
the fireplace the witness found a lock of 
hair. When he questioned him about a 
pair of brown shoes which were wet. Ball 
said: ‘‘ Seeing that you have. cautioned 
me, I will answer no more questions.”” On 
the table in a room the witness found a. 
visiting card with “ James Tanham ” 
printed on it. 

A letter found in the room was addressed 
to ‘‘ Tim,” and stated: “TI want you to 
understand that if you stay here to-night 
I am going to Mrs. Allen. You did the 
usual dirty trick coming in at 12 o’clock 
last night. It has upset me, and I am 
three hours late for my work—but what 
can I expect.’’ 


THE ARREST 


In a further search of the house he dis- 
covered a handbag in a basket in Mrs. 
Ball’s bedroom. In the bag was a clieque 
hook, a key pouch, and a powder puff. 
Be saw Ball later, and he asked him if he 
could get a topy of the Trish Times, and if 
the body had been found. Witness replied 
that it had not. Ball then asked if he 
could see a Church of Ireland clergyman, 
and one was sent for. 

He arrested the accused youth on 
Friday, February 21st, and at the Bride- 
well charged him with the murder of his 
mother. Ball, in answer to the charge, 
said: “ I do not feel like saying anything 
at the moment.” On being searched there 
was found in Ball’s possession three single 
£1 notes, 6s. in silver. 

The witness said that he had made a 
tour of the route described by Ball. He 
went from Booterstown through the places 
mentioned to Shankill in _ thirty-two 
minutes, travelling at a speed of thirty 
miles an hour. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald, he 
said that when he first went to 23 St. 
Helen’s road he did not know that the boy 
had been questioned by Superintendent 
Reynolds. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—Superintendent, do you 
mean that?

The witness left young Ball with Mr. 
Valentine Miley, and later drove them both 
to see senior counsel. After that, at Ball’s 
request, they were driven to Dr. Ball's house, 
and, in the presence of his father, Ball made 
a statement. Ball later repeated the state- 
ment at Lad lane poe station, where it was 
taken down and signed. 

In the statement (already published) Ball 
described how he had found his mother in

Hanna, ‘who. read ‘it. Mr. FitzGerald 
objected to putting in the letter, as no 
mention of it had: been made previously.

“A BROKEN NECK ” 


Mr. Justice Hanna asked if Ball was in a 
dazed condition when he was charged? 

Mr. Maguire—Dr. Ryan said that he was 
all right; he certified that he was fit to be 
removed. 

Superintendent. Dunlevy was _ recalled, 
and said that he had taken Ball in a motor 
car. to the Bridewell, and before that he 
had been examined twice by Dr. Ryan, who 
had certified him fit to be removed. 

Mr. Maguire—When he left St. Helen’s 
road was he in a dazed condition? 

The witness—He was not. 

When he was in the Bridewell was he in a 
dazed condition?—I did not see him in a 
dazed condition. 

Mr. FitzGerald—He had a broken neck, 
you know? 

The witness—I learned that afterwards. 

George J. Grant, Chief Inspector of the 
Canadian Life Assurance Company, gave 
evidence of interviewing Ball on Thursday 
morning in connection with a position on his 
staff. Ball had a wound in his finger, and 
the witness took him into the chemist’s shop 
of Messrs. Hayes, Conyngham and Robin- 
bon, where the wound was dressed. Ball 
looked normal, but was a bit tired. 

Sergeant P. McNamara said that he 
searcired the house, 23 St. Helen’s road, for 
finger marks. He could discover none on 
the hatchet, and on the stove there were 
marks which he afterwards discovered 
belonged to investigating Guards. 


PATHOLOGIST EXAMINED 


Dr. John McGrath, the State Pathologist, 
said that he was first called into consultation 
in connection with the case on February 18th, 
when he went to St. Helen’s road and took 
certain samples of bloddstains, He later 
visited Corbawn lane, and saw stains on the 
road which looked like bloodstains. Certain 
articles were tested by him for bloodstains. 

Continuing, Dr, McGrath said that the floor 
carpet showed numerous stains and smears vf 
human blood. 

When asked by Mr. Haugh how much human 
blood had been spilled on the carpet, Dr. 
McGrath said that, taking into account the 
washing up, probably several pints had been 
spilled—somewhere about three pints. Al- 
though it was washed, the stain in the carpet 
could be readily seen. He found four spo"s 
of blood on the leg of the stool and on the 
upper surface of the centre portion of the 
dressing table he found five tiny droplets of 
blood. 

Mr. Haugh—Have you formed any opinion 
as to how they got there. 

The Witness—Flying drops of blood falling 
on the article. 

Dr. McGrath said that he found tiny drops 
of blood on the dressing table on a hairbrush, 
a hand mirror, a bottle and a glass tray which 
were on the dressing table. 


CARPET IN COURT 


‘At the request of Mr. Justice Hanna the 
carpet was brought into Court, and Dr. 
McGrath pointed out the bloodstains on it. 

The mattress on the bed had no blood- 
stains, but a soft mattress had a tiny spot 
of blood. 

gOn the 20th February he was given a 
hatchet (produced), and examined it the 
following day. It had a solid steel head. 
On the endo, one inch from the end, he 
found a small bloodstain measuring half-an- 
inch by a quarter-of-an-inch, On the metal 
portion of the head he found bloodstains near 
the handle, and towards the edge of the 
blade. On one side of the blade the blood- 
stains extended over an area of three inches 
by three inches, and, on the other side, the 
extended over an area of one-and-a-half 
inches by one inch. Besides those blood- 
stains, he found a very small spot of blood 
over the metal portion of the head. That 
stain was a light smear. The bloodstains he 
found, on examination, to be human blood. 
They were much too small, however, to 
ascertain the group. ; 

Mr. Haugh—Have you any doubt in your 
mind that the stains were | blood! 


HATCHET EXPEBIMENTS 
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Dr, McGrath gave évidence also of finding

Some hair which he toox from a hairbrush 
in Mrs. Ball’s bedroom had similiar 
characteristics with hair found on the black 
coatee and in Corbawn lane. There were 
hair-roots on the hair found on the brush, 
but no roots on the hair found in Corbawn 
lane or on the coatee. He formed the 
opinion that the hair found on the coatee 
and in Corbawn lane must have been 


detached from the head by cutting or 


chopping off in some way and not pulled} 
out. 


MICRO-PHOTOGRAPHY 


With Dr. Dockery, he conducted a number 
of experiments by micro-photography, and 
mounted the airs on slides. He 
endeavoured to see the result of cutting 
hairs from a woman's head with a new blue 
Gillette safety razor blade, which he p . 
chased on the day of the experiments. The 
experiments led him to conclude that it was 
decidedly more likely that the hair found 
in Corbawn lane and on the coatee had been 


chopped off rather than cut with a razor. 


COUNSEL. 


Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. 
Kevin Haugh (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) are in charge of the 
case for the prosecution; and Mr. J. 
M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. John 
Hooper (instructed by Messrs. Miley 
and Miley) are appearing for the 
defence. 


On the 19th February he was introduced 
to the accused youth as a doctor, and he 
found a number of cuts on the left and right 
hand, The cuts were well through the skin, 
and slightly gaping.

Mr. FitzGerald, for the defence, said that 
as Dr. McGrath had not seen the body, he 
objected to any question as to how Mrs. Ball 
cume by her death.

“ FLYING FLEA” RALLY 
Sasana npnimineeti 


Recently from every part of Great Britain 
“ Flying Fleas,” many of them built in the 
ba own homes, massed at the Canute Air 

ark, Ashingdon, Essex, for the first Rally 
ever held in Britain, organised by the Aero 
Eight Club. Among the pilots were M. 
Mignet, the inventor of the “* Flying Flea,’ 
and Mr. F. Appleby, who has flown the 
Channel: in one of tho machines. ‘The 
“ Flying Flea ” type costs about £90 to build 
at home, can fly about 60 miles on a gallon of 
petrol.

RESULTS OF RECENT 
EXHIBITION - 


At a committee méeting of the Irish Home- 
spun Society, held on ‘thursday in Dublin, the 
results of the recent exhibition of homespuns 
and son tga En at the Spring Show were 
reviewed. special vote of thanks -to the 
Royal Dablie dociety was passed for their 
extreme generosity in granting to the irish 
Homespun Society such a magnificent opper- 
tunity lor displaying the activities of the 
Society. 

The Secretary reported that gross gn 
from all sources amounted to over £500, the 
greater proportion of which was made up from 
homespuns, and the amount of tweed to be 
returned t¢ the makers did not amount in 
valne to more than £40. Most of this was 
inferior materifl, which was considered as 
unsuitable for exhibition, 

A. particularly gratifying feature of the 
homespun stall was the considerable improve- 
ment in the standard of quality as compared 
with the October exhibition. 

Both design and dye were distinctly mote 
interesting, and, although in some cases weay- 
ing was somewhat ragged, a distinct improve- 
ment could be noticed also in this respect, 

This recent exhitition has justified the 
opinion of the committee of the Homespun 
Society that a good quality genuine homespun 
tweed will meet with a ready sale, but that 
| material which does not come up to standard 
is not wanted either by the public or by the 
trade; dá: d it is reiterated that in the o nnion 
of the committee it is far more the failing 
off in the standard of quality which has led 
to the decreasing demand for homespun than 
any other factor. 

The exhibits at the other stalls and the 
demonstrations of the actual handicrafts in 
operation created a t “gus oí interest, and 
orders have been ked which will ‘keep 


| workers ‘busy for several months.
